Hurvltz described the bUl as

pper opposes approving 
on’s Egypt-trip budget

Prime Minister and Defence 
Minister Menahem Begin last night 
turned down a plea by the mayors 
of Bethlehem and 'Gaza to cancel 
expulsion orders against the former 
mayors of Hebron and Halhoul, 
Fahd Kawasme and Mohammed 
Milhem. 

During a 75-minute “cordial" 
meeting, Begin told Bethlehem 
Mayor Ellas Freij and Gaza Mayor 
Raahad Shawwa that he could not 
fulfil their request because the ex- 
pulsion orders are to be challenged 
today In the High Court of Justice. 

"We must wait until the court 
takes its final decision," Begin said 
after the meeting, emphasizing that 
he could not Interfere In the legal 
process. 

*n»e court is to hear"a petition 
from the expelled ex-mayors' at- 
torney, Felicia Longer. 

Observers stated last night that. 
In his capacity as defence minister. 
Begin can at any stage remove the 
need for such a petition by cancell- 
ing the expulsion orders. 

The commander of Judea and 
Samaria, Tat-Aluf BtoyamVn Ben- 
Ellezer, on 'Monday reconfirmed 
the expulsion order, originally 
Issued after the Belt Hadaasah 
terrorist attack that took the lives 
of six Jews last May. 

Kawasme and Milhem were 
allowed to re-enter the West 
last week after fulfilling certain 
conditions stipulated by the High 
Court, which in August censured 
the government for not allowing 
them to appear before a military 
advisory board to appeal their ex- 
pulsion. They had been flown blind- 
folded to the Lebanese border In a 
lightning move by the West Bank 
military authorities. 

Freij and Shawwa approached 
Begin on humanitarian grounds 
after being approached by the 
families of the two expelled’ ex- 
mayors. Last night, at their own 
request, they slipped out a side door 
while the prime minister “speaking 
only on (my) behalf,” told 
reporters about the meeting. 

Freij later said, “At least we 
tried our very beat. I am satisfied 
that we were able to present our 
ease. Mr. Begin Is In full command 
of the events and stressed the moral 
values, of legal procedures. I would 
rather withhold comment — X don't 
want to declare It's doomsday 
before the court decides.” 


Longer termed the premier's 
decision “formalistic and pseudo- 
legalistic.” She said she would pre- 
sent arguments In court today that 
she had not made during the first 
round in August, and was 
“hopeful.” 

Prof. Claude Klein, dean of the 
Hebrew University law faculty, 
said last night that “there is ab- 
solutely no connection' 1 between 
the appeal to Begin and the pending 
petition’to the High Court. 

“Even if the court decides to con- 
firm the expulsion. Begin can In- 
struct the military commander to 
rescind the orders at any stage," 
said Klein. 

Until now, the High Court has 
consistently declined to .examine 
the considerations of the military in 
expulsion cases. A senior govern- 
ment lawyer said last night that 
Longer has exploited all of the legal 
options open to her and he could not 
imagine what arguments she could 
now bring that would require the 
court's Intervention. 

A spokesman for the prime 
minister said that the meeting, 
which was attended by Tat-Aluf 
Ephraim Poran, Be gin’s military 
secretary, and Alui Danny Matt, 
the government’s coordinator In the 
administered territories, was 
"friendly." Freij, who noted that 
“Mr. Begin is a man of protocol," 
described the meeting as cordial. 

The meeting was the first 
between the Premier- and any 
Palestinian leaders since he assum- 
ed office In 1977. The only similar 
meeting took place between former 
prime minister Yitzhak Rabin and 
the late mayor of Hebron, Sheikh 
Mohammed All Ja'abari. Accor- 
ding to' spokesman Dan Pattlr, 
Freij and Shawwa did not mention 
the negotiations for Palestinian 
autonomy, nor the peace treaty 
with Egypt. 

Freij and Shawwa are considered 
leading moderates and pro- 
Jordanians in the territories. Their 
appeal on behalf of Kawasme and 
Milhem, two former leading 
members of the now almost defunct 
"rejectionlst" National Guidance 
Committee, raised eyebrows In the 
territories. 

Yesterday afternoon, the families 
of Kawasme and Milhem held a 
brief dempnstratlon outside the 
premier's house. They were detain- 
ed briefly at Jerusalem .police 
headquarters before being releas- 
ed. No charges are expected to be 
brought against them.

Ramallah doctor held as

Before returning to the West Bank 
the doctor was allegedly employed 
to spy on Palestinian students in the 
USSR. 

This Is not the first agent to be 
arrested In recent years, but this la 
the first time an official announce- 
ment has been made. 

Security sources questioned last 
night would give no further infor- 
mation about the affair.

Danish FM 
vows to aid 
Israel at UN

Denmark's foreign minister, 
Kjeld Olesen, spoke favourably 
yesterday of the Camp David peace 
process and said that the European 
Community’s Middle East in- 
itiative should be seen as 
supplementing American peace ef- 
forts in the area. 

In a working session at the 
Foreign Ministry with Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir and his aides, 
Olesen Indicated that there were 
different shades of outlook within 
the Community rogarding the 
European Initiative. Denmark, at 
any rate, did not see It as a separate 
effort divorced from the American 
peacemaking effort, but rather as 
an attempt to "keep things 
moving''' while' the "Camp David 
process, which he noted appeared 
to be bogged down at present, con- 
tinued to be explored. 

At an official dinner last night, 
Olesen referred to “a partial, but 
most meaningful, change (in the 
Middle East)... resulting in the 
Camp David agreements, the 
remarkable peace treaty, and the 
process of normalization between 
Israel and Egypt.” He added 
pointedly that “Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied territories In Sinai 
has been an Important element In 
this development." 

In the speech, the Danish 
minister pledged “a firm stand" 
against any attempts to oust Israel 
from the UN. ."We reject every 
attempt to alter the all-important 
principles of universality of the 
UN," he said. 

At the working session earlier, 
the Danish minister did not Mde his 
country’s disapproval of aspects of 
Israeli policy, especially the 
Jerusalem Law and the 
settlements. .Israeli sources 
described him as "frank and 
friendly" during the working ses- 
sion. 

Shamir pointed to progress In the 
autonomy talks, saying there was 
agreement In sight on several 
Issues. Other Issues, still unresolv- 
ed, would be taken up at a tripartite 
summit, Shamir said. He reviewed 
the on-again off -again history of the 
talks during much of this year, and 
drew encouragement from the fact 
that they have now been resumed 
and further meetings scheduled. 

Shamir spoke strongly against 
the EC initiative, saying it would 
cause the Arab side to harden their 
position and delude Arab hardliners 
Into thinking that they could wring 
concessions from Israel. 

Shamir also criticized the 
Europeans for moving to revive 
their "dialogue” with the Arabs, a 
dialogue which had long ceased to 
be economic and which was being 
exploited by the PLO for its 
political purposes. Olesen pledged 
to convey the Israeli minister's 
strictures 'to the EC Council of 
Ministers. 

The two foreign ministers. In a 
private conversation in the mor- 
ning and later at the working ses- 
sion with their aides, held a wide- 
ranging review of Middle East 
developments, focusing on the Iran: 
Iraq war and Its Implications for 
the area. Foreign Ministry 
director-general David Klmche

TEHERAN. — Iran's state 
radio yesterday said the 
government has rejected Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's offer to 
lift the trade embargo on Iran 
in exchange for the release of 
the 52 American hostages — 
calling it a vote-seeking ploy. 

Teheran radio said Prime 
Minister Mohammed All Rajol had 
met with Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, after which it was 
“stressed that negotiations would 
not be considered, even though 
there might be offers: for example, 
of spare parts." 

Carter said on Monday that a un- 
ited Iran was in U.S. interests and 
that in return for the hostages’ 
freedom he would lift the blockade 
against Iran and unfreeze 88 billion 
in assets in U.S. banka. 

bran’s parliament plans a public 
discussion today on the hostages. 

With the war In its 30th day, Iraq 
threatened to hold on to Iranian 
oilfields. Taha Yassin Ramadan, a 
vice-deputy premier and army 
commander, in an interview with 
the French newspaper Le Monde 
said that the captured fields “will 
become Iraqi” until Teheran 
agrees to negotiate Baghdad's 
claim to sovereignty over the entire 
Shatt al-Arab estuary. 

“We have arms allowing us to 
withstand a prolonged war.. .more 
than a year without It being felt by 
the population,” he was quoted as 
saying. 

“We will go on clearing up the 
region and take the towns of 
Arabia tan (Khuzeatan),” he said. 
"We will also strike at points 
representing military interests in- 
side Iran. Afterward, we will see.” 

In fighting yesterday, Iraq con- 
tinued its drive to shatter Iranian 
resistance in the key oil cities along 
the Shatt al-Arab waterway. A local 
commander olaimed that Iraqi 


forces were "tightening the noose" 
around the burning refinery town of 
Abadan. 

Iran reported that hand-to-hand 
fighting and air strikes had "halted 
the enemy again” In 
Khorramshahr. But It called for 
reinforcements and admitted that 
the "vicinity" of the city was under 
Iraqi control. Iran also admitted 
that Abadan was cut off. 

Baghdad Radio broadcast 
appeals to residents of Abadan to 
surrender, escape the fighting, or 
“disarm the (Revolutionary) 
Guards and hand them over to the 
Iraqi forces." 

The Iraqi news agency said Iraqi 
planes set fire to oil tanks north of 
Ahvaz, capital of Khuzeatan. 

Teheran Radio said Iranian 
planes had "destroyed” three 
bridges used to send equipment to 
troops at Shalamcheh on the Iraqi 
side of the Shatt al-Arab. 

On the diplomatic front. 
Khomeini yesterday said he will 
permit a delegation of Moslem 
heads of state to visit Iron on a fact- 
finding mission and to meet with 
him. (UPI, Reuter) 

PLO says Iraq-Iran 
envoys meet at UN 

BEIRUT (Reuter) . — The Iranian 
and Iraqi representatives to the UN 
met In New York yesterday for the 
first time since the start of the four- 
wpek Gulf war and agreed to set np 
a non-aligned committee to help 
resolve the conflict, Palestine 
Liberation Organization sources 
said. 

They said the meeting took place 
under the auspices of the PLO. 

In New York, the PLO's UN 
observer, Zehdi Terri, said that 
representatives of 38 non-aligned 
states had agreed In principle to set 
np a committee to try to end the 
fighting. 


Jordan backing Iraq *to gain 
room for political maneuvering’

Jordanian support for Iraq la 
designed to widen Jordan’s field at 
political maneuver within the Arab 
world, a senior military source told 
Knesset members yesterday. 

The Arab world has never been so 
fragmented and divided against 
Itself as it is today, In the wake at 
the Iran-Iraq war, he said. The time 
required for this rift to heal can 
only be measured by the depth of 
the chasm itself. 

Apart tram political support, he 
said, Jordan was known to be help- 
ing Iraq in transit arrangements 
for goods which could no longer 
reach It through the Persian Gulf. 

The war will be decided by the 
relative Btaying power of the com- 
batants, in terms of logistic factors 
like availability of supplies and 
spare parte, the MKs were told. So 
far both countries still have enough 


undamaged fuel refining capacity 
to cater for most of their domestic 
and military needs. 

Iran, however, appears to be 
short of jet fuel. 

In the Khuzestan province of 
Iran, where one million out of four 
million inhabitants are Arabs, the 
source noted, the Invading Iraqis 
have not won the cooperation of 
their fellow- Arabs, who are Instead 
helping resist the invading army. 

He said that even though Abadan 
is surrounded “it is still very far 
from falling.” Even In 
Khorramshahr, house to house 
fighting continues. 

“The outcome of the Iraq-Iran 
war may only be decided after the 
winter,” the source predicted. 

One of the MKs present, Pessah 
Grupper (Llkud-Llberals) said 
Israel should act to prevent the 
Iraqis getting ammunition via the 
Jordanian port of Akaba. 


Multiple collisions in fog injure 25

MOSCOW. — Reflecting a serious concern 
about the Soviet Union's ability to feed Itself. 
President Leonid Brezhnev yesterday attacked 
tiie nation's economic planners and added an 
agriculture expert to the ruling Politburo. 

The plenary session of the Communist Par- 
ty's Central Committee, which heard Brezhnev 
sharply criticize economic management, ap- 
parently .did not discuss Premier Alexei 
Kosygin, who was rumoured to be. severely ill 
and ready to retire. 

Brezhnev did not reveal the 1980 Soviet grain 
harvest total — which he did at last year's 
plenary meeting — but left little doubt it was a 
disappointment when be said, "Only the years 
2976 and 1978 out of the (last) five years can be 
regarded as relatively good years for 
agriculture. The other three were not easy.” 

To shore up farm output, the plenum 
elevated Mikhail Gorbachov, a political 
moderate; to full membership on the PoUtburo, 


the body which really rules the Soviet Union. 

At 49, Gorbachov Is eight years younger than 
any of the 14 other Politburo members. His 
rapid rise was seen by analysts as a reward for 
his success in previous agricultural manage- 
ment posts, and a symbol of the'leadershlp’s 
vital Interest In the nation’s farms. 

"Improvement of food supply comes first 
among the questions os which the living stan- 
dards of the Soviet people depend,” Brezhnev 
emphasized. 

"Per capita consumption Is growing. Yet we 
still encounter difficulties in supplying the 
Cities and Industrial centres with such 
foodstuffs as milk and meat." 

This admission served to indirectly confirm 
the effect of the U.S. grain embargo against the 
Soviet Union to protest the invasion of 
Afghanistan. President Jimmy Carter lost 
January put an 8- ml 111 on ton limit on American 
grain sales to Russia, hoping to reduce the 


amount of feed available for cattle and poultry 
and wreck plans to drastically increase the 
amounts of meat and dairy products available 
to the average Russian. 

Brezhnev had especially harsh words for 
management planners who could not fulfil 
their goals. “It should be frankly admitted that 
the mechanism of management and planning, 
the methods of management and the discipline 
in carrying out assignments have not yet been 
brought to the level meeting contemporary 
requirements," he said. 

Such sharp words from the nation’s leader 
could foreshadow a government house- 
cleaning when the Supreme Soviet, the nation's 
parliament, meets today to rubberstamp the 
plenum's decisions. 

The plenum also named Tikhon Kiselev, the 
first secretary of the Communist Party in 
Byelorussia, to alternate membership on the 

Politburo.

Black Panther MK Sa'adla Mar- 
ciano yesterday accused Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir of "wanting 
to wipe out the power of the 
Panthers and of the disadvantaged 
quarters." 

Marciano said this to Zamir in 
front of a group of MKs. using un- 
precedented language to express 
the mounting bitterness among his 
circles that the establishment is ac- 
ting to repress them. 

Marciano's anger at Zamir was 
triggered by the failure so far to get 
government financing for the new 
one-man faction Marciano set up on 
splitting from Shell!. He holds 
Zamir responsible for the lack of 
funding. 

He was also understood to be hin- 
ting that the hunt for fugitive 
Yamin Suissa was part of the same ' 
plot to “get" Israelis of North 
African origin. 

Marciano's outburst took place at 
the end of a House Committee 
meeting at which Zamir explained 
why Marciano should not get any 
party financing. Zamir's thesis was 
that MKs who quit factions and set 
up on their own can get financing 


only if their former faction spilt of- 
ficially, by formal decision. 

House Committee chairman 
Moshe Meron, who had already 
declared the meeting closed, said to 
Marciano: “Nobody is trying to 
destroy anybody here. Please get 
hold of - yourself and calm down. 
Take & glass of water." 

"Get yourself a tranquillizer! " 
was Marciano’s reply to Meron. 

"I'm not the right address for 
your complaints. It's the Knesset 
Speaker who decides on party 
financing," Zamir told Marciano. 
"If you wish, you can appeal the 
Speaker's decisions to the High 
Court of Justice." 

Marciano shouted back: "I have 
no faith In the High Court of Justice. 
There's no justice there. You want 
to finish off the Panther movement. 

I know very well that all of you are 
lying In wait for me just around the 
corner.” 

Zamir then said: "I must warn 
you that what you said could have 
criminal consequences." 

Marciano: "So strip me of my 
parliamentary Immunity if you 
want." 

At this point, MKs moved In to 
calm Marciano and Zamir left.

The government may be forced to 
take a definite stand on the annexa- 
tion of the Golan before it Is voted 
on in the Knesset, as the Likud ex- 
ecutive la refusing to approve the 
bill before hearing the 
government's position. 

Although 18 members of the 
Likud and the National Religious 
Party sponsored one of the two 
Golan Mila tabled In the Knesset 
yesterday they failed to get formal 
approval from the coalition ex- 
ecutive. 

NR P faction chairman Yehuda 
Ben-Melr said: "I refuse to 
consider giving the trill coalition ap- 
proval, until the government tells 
ua Its stand.” 

Coalition chairman Haim Kauf- 
man convened the executive for 
this morning to approve the bill, 
and has Invited a representative of 
the cabinet. But he told The 
Jerusalem Post last night: "I don’t 
know who the cabinet represen- 
tative will be and I'm not even sure 
a representative will come.” 

Some of the bill's 18 sponsors said 
they refused to see their bill hang 
fire Indefinitely because of govern- 
ment dithering, since the Tehlya 
faction which tabled the other 
Golan bill, would thereby gain 
great prestige. 

When the Jerusalem Law was 
voted on, the government claimed 
it had no opinion on the controver- 
sial measure and that passing the 


law was up to the Knesset. Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir hinted In a 
Post interview last week that the 
government might take a different 
stand over the Golan annexation. 

The kibbutz and moshav settle- 
ment movements affiliated to 
Labour yesterday demanded that 
Labour actually support annexa- 
tion of the Golan to Israel. 

The movements say their 
members will Initiate a series of 
demonstrations to back their 
demands. 

A spokesman for the .Golan 
settlers. Gideon Shevet said yester- 
day that "there la much bitterness 
against Labour in the Golan and 
Galilee. Most of the pro-Golan lob- 
by is made up of Labourites. Many 
of the settlers are Labour and they 
are now left unsure about the future 
of the land on which they have built 
their homes. Labour cannot now 
abandon them.” 

Shevet said 10 Labour MKs have 
promised to support any Golan bill, 
regardless of who sponsers It and 
regardless of the party's position on 
the matter. 

The party’s Leadership Bureau 
last week decided that It would not 
support any legislative Initiative on 
the Golan by any other party. This 
was geared to prevent party hawks 
from voting for the Tehlya and 
Likud bill. 

However, Labour hawks and cen- 
trists have been protesting the 
bureau's move and are insisting 
they be granted freedom to vote ac- 
cording to the dictates of their con- 
sciences. 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A lawyer was 
arrested yesterday In the Tel Aviv 
courthouse on suspicion of subor- 
ning a witness, -while attending a 
hearing concerning his suspension 
from the Bar Association. 

After his arrest, Plnhas Meirov 
was brought before a magistrate, 
who turned down a police request to 
remand the suspect until its In- 
vestigation was completed. Judge 
Natan Amlt did however agree to 
delay Melrov's release for two days 
to give police time to appeal the 
decision. 

The police representative said 
that Meirov was being Investigated 
fix committing "theft by a trustee," 
following a complaint lodged 
against him by Shraga Sanderov, a 
former client. 

Sanderov claimed that Meirov 
offered him a bribe of XS6.000 to get 
him to withdraw a complaint 
against the lawyer arising from a 
real estate deal. 


The police said that Meirov had 
committed various offences against 
other clients, and alleged that hla 
"system” was to use improper 
means to Influence clients to 
withdraw complaints against him. 
He mentioned that similar com-' 
plaints had reached the dis- 
ciplinary court of the Bar Associa- 
tion. 

In a District Court proceeding 
yesterday concerning Meirov, Bar 
Association secretary Zvi Alduby 
said that Meirov had been suspend- 
ed from the bar until bis trial for 
fraud and forgery is completed. 

Alduby added that 
Meirov had 14 prior convictions 
from the Bar disciplinary court, a 
number of which led to his tem- 
porary suspension. 

In 1974 the disciplinary court 
ordered Melrov's licence revoked, 
but implementation of the ruling 
has been delayed by a lengthy 
appeal process.

body headed by Dr. Nahum 
Goldmans. This body will be respon- 
sible for dividing the money among 
Holocaust survivors who had not 
yet received compensation. 

Seidel said this sum was smaller 
than that agreed upon by former 
finance minister Yehoshua 
Rabinovitz. He said he fears that 
under the new reparations scheme, 
the money will go to Jewish in- 
stitutions rather than to Individual 
claimants. 


Levy blasts red tape 
on Project Renewal

Neo-Nazi defends Hitler’s view of Jews 


Nazareth woman must return children to U.S.

LONDON (JTA). — Mark 
Fredriksen, the French neo-Nazi, 
has denied that Hitler’s Germany 
had deliberately planned to kill 
Jews, saying that far fewer than six 
million had died during the war. 

Those who had died had simply 
been victims of war-time food Shor- 
tages and concentration camp dis- 
eases. Fredriksen said on BBC 
Television’s Panorama 
programme on Monday night. 

However, Fredriksen, whose 
group is suspected of complicity in 
anti- Jewish attacks In France, also 
accused the Jews of being an elitist 
people who want "to dominate the 
world," and said that Hitler's at- 
titude towards them had been 
"totally normal." Fredriksen was 
Interviewed In hospital and showed 
the scars and braises be suffered 
two weeks ago when he was at- 
tacked by a group of Jewish youths. 

Two Jewish activists, also 
appeared In the programme and ac- 


cording to the interviewer one of 
them had carried a revolver. Both 
men appeared anonymously and 
with their faces concealed. 

One of them warned that 
Fredriksen had lost the use of a 
hand after raising bis hand against 
Jews, and warned that "next time 
he will lose Iris tongue.” The Jewish 
activist added: “We axe not 
terrorists and do not want to kill 
anybody. But If the Nazis want to go 
one stage higher, we too will go one 
stage higher.” 

The BBC asked Jose Deltom, 
chairman of the French Police 
Trade Union, about Us allegations 
that SO French policemen were 
named on a list of 10 Q dangerous 
anti-Semites. Delta rn denied that 
his revelation of the list was 
politically motivated, saying: "My 
only Interest is to clean up the 
police." 

Rabbi Michael Williams, the 
English-born minister of the Rue 


Copernic liberal synagogue bomb- 
ed by Fascists said'that since tak- 
ing up his French post four years 
ago he had become aware of the 
depth of French anti-Semitism and 
the "very poisonous distinction” 
between Jews and Christian 
Frenchmen.

The 
workers at the laundry are Arab 
arid did not show up for work during 
the al-Adha feast. The hospital was 
left with only a small reserve of 
laundry for emergency cases. 
Surgeons are now waiting for 
delivery from Jerusalem to begin 
operating again. 

This was the first time In the 
hospital’s 20-year history that lack 
of sterilized laundry has disrupted 
operating schedules.

Probe into apparent suicide 
of American immigrant

The Jewish Agency's allya 
department will set up a committee 
to Investigate the death of Ephraim 
Lleberman, a 49-year-old im- 
migrant from the U.S. who ap- 
parently committed suicide at the 
Shalom Absorption Centre In 
Ashdod. 

The man's body was found early 
yesterday morning by absorption 
centre staffers In the courtyard of 
the building. He had fitilen to his 
death from a window of his room on 
the fourth floor. Police are In- 
vestigating. 

The suicide of Russian immigrant 
Arkady Zltzerman in a Haifa ab- 
sorption centre last August served 
as a flashpoint for strikes and 
demonstrations by scores of Im- 


migrants demanding faster 
response by officials to their hous- 
ing and employment needs. 

Lleberman. who was born in 
Rumania and settled in the U.S. 
about 15 years ago, came on allya In 
February. Unmarried, Lleberman 
arrived here with his 69-year-old 
mother. 

Since he had just completed his 
Hebrew ulpan classes. Jewish 
Agency sources said that it was ‘ 'too 
early" for him to have become 
despondent about housing or a Job. 
He was an accountant by profes- 
sion. 

While it has not yet been con- 
firmed, agency sources said the 
deceased had been visiting doctors 
frequently with regard to a physical 
ailment. 


Pazgas workers ordered to halt strike

Three hundred employees of Paz- 
gas, the country’s largest gas 
supplier, were ordered by TCI Aviv 
Labour Court to return to work 
yesterday before their two-day-old 
wildcat strike could have a damag- 
ing effect on the public. 

The strike, which began on Sun- 
day after being announced on Fri- 
day, was In protest against the com- 
pany’s refusal to pay Its workers the 
9 per cent salary supplement.

Burg: Budget gap 
will force cutback 
in police activity 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
yesterday warned Premier 
Menahem Begin that there will be 
severe cutbacks in police and 
prison operations if no way is found 
to cover a 13116m. gap in the police 
budget. Burg added that the Tlrosh 
plan for a long-term reorganization 
of the police would also be 
hampered. 

The budget gap was caused by 
rising costs not adequately covered 
by extra Treasury outlays. The sum 
of IS38m. offered by the Treasury to 
compensate for inflation falls far 
short of operational needs. Burg 
said. Extra petrol costs alone 
amount to IS38m. 

Increased vehicle maintenance 
costs account for half of the budget 
gap. the minister added. 

If no way Is found to cover the 
gap, cuts will have to be made In 
the campaign to combat traffic ac- 
cidents, prison conditions will be 
worsened, building maintenance 
will suffer, police working con- 
ditions will decline, and the police 
computer will be unable to function. 
Burg said. 


Rift reported in 
Democratic Front

NAZARETH. — The Israel Arab 
academics who set up the 
nationalist-oriented Democratic 
Front with the Rakah party five 
years ago are planning to end their 
alliance with the Communists, the 
government- controlled Arabic dai- 
ly AI-Anba reported yesterday. 

The paper reported that a co- 
founder of the front and his 
colleagues are heading towards es- 
tablishing a new movement In- 
dependent of the Communists. 

"The time has come to set up a 
new, national party,” the paper 
quoted ex-deputy mayor of 
Nazareth Kamel al-Daher as say- 
ing. Daher said Rakah had failed In 
such a mission. 

The paper quoted another front 
leader, Anglican priest Rlyah Abu 
al-Assal. as expressing his disap- 
pointment over Rakah's attempt to 
monopolize the front. 

The front leaders had Initially 
fallen out with Rakah about two 
years ago. Their latest statements, 
which were reported to have been 
made at a recent meeting with 
Rakah, indicated that attempts to 
reunite the two sides in the defunct 
Democratic Front have /collapsed. 


2,000 Israelis tour USS John F. Kennedy

HAIFA,*.— r- The commander of- the - 
U.S. Sixth Fleet aircraft carrier 
John F. Kennedy, which Is paying a 
courtesy call here, yesterday ex- 
pressed "great professional ad- 
miration" for the Israel Navy per- 
sonnel whom he has met this week. 

Captain Diego Hernandez made 
this observation during a press visit 
on hoard the carrier, which will be 
sailing tomorrow morning, after a 
four-day visit. 

By yesterday morning, some 
2,000 Israelis had visited the ship, 
though visits had been carefully 
restricted by the U.S. embassy 
which issued invitations. Crew 


members, however, were per- 
mitted to Invite on board the Haifa 
families iwho had given them . 
hospitality 'In. their homes. 

The ship's operations officer. 
Commander Herbert Taylor, told 
The Jerusalem Post that the 90 air- 
craft on board Included three 
squadrons at 12 bombers each. The 
bombers and several other of the 
aircraft can carry nuclear 
weapons. The carrier has an 
elaborate antl-mlsalle defence 
system, Including screening ships, 
interceptor aircraft and a last-ditch 
system on board to shoot down any 
missile that might get through the 
screen. 

Teats made on pilots during com- 
bat mission showed that they were 


more nervous landing their aircraft 
on the carrier, which required the 
highest skllla,. than dodging enemy 
mlssQesV ' " r \\ . 

The captain had ordered a 
number of aircraft to be lined up in 
the shape of the Magen David on 
the deck for the Israelis, but the for- 
mation had to be broken up early 
yesterday for repairs. 

Meanwhile, the 5,000 men of the 
carrier, whose average age is 19,' 
and the several hundred more from 
the accompanying destroyer USS 
Coontz. are providing a big boost 
for the port area's bars and discos. 
But they are also taking a look at 
the country, with 4,000 of them sign- 
ed up for tours around Israel.

Ex-mayor Aloni 
charged with 
theft, forgery 

NAZARETH (Itim). — Avraham 
Aloni, mayor of Kiryat Shmona un- 
til three weeks ago, was yesterday 
charged with theft and forgery un- 
der aggravating circumstances, at 
the Nazareth District Court. 

According to the charge sheet, 
Aloni, as mayor of Kiryat Shmona 
In the 1973 local elections, drew 
IS500 from the account of the local 
consumers association which he 
headed and transferred them to his 
party's fund. 

Aloni reportedly told the party 
the money was a contribution. But 
when the consumers association 
secretary questioned him about a 
bank statement which had "Kiryat 
Shmona" written next to the IS 509 
withdrawal, he said It was the 
hank's error, and that the money. 
had actually been transferred to a 
night medical service which Aloni 
headed at the time, the charge 
sheet says. 

On the following day Aloni 
allegedly changed the bank state- 
ment to fit his story, writing “night 
medical service" next to the 13500 
withdrawal. 

The prosecution says that the 
change In the statement constitutes 
forgery and it was done to cover up 
for a previous offence — stealing 
money from the association. 

Both offences took place under 
aggravating circumstances, with 
Aloni abusing his position as mayor 
and head of the consumers associa- 
tion and medical service, according 
to the prosecution.

(AP). — South African troops 
mounted a raid into southern 
Angola on Monday, killing 28 
SWAPO guerrillas and Angolan 
soldiers, the military command an- 
nounced here yesterday. 

Brigadier Willie Meyer, second In 
command of the South West African 
Territorial Force, did not disclose 
how many of the dead were soldiers 
of Angola’s Marxist government. 

He said the Angolan soldiers kill- 
ed in the raid had become em- 
broiled in the fighting on the side of 
the SWAPO guerrillas. 

The raid was announced as 
members of a top-level UN mission 
met for the second day in Pretoria, 


the South African, capital, with 
South African officials to discuss 
the future of the disputed territory. 

SWAPO guerrillas use bases In 
southern Angola to -wage a hit-and- 
run war in the northern part of 
South West Africa, a mineral-rich, 
sparsely populated territory also 
known as Namibia. South African 
forces sometimes engage in “hot 
pursuit" operations across the 
border. 


“It is a pity that the Angolan 
soldiers were, In. spite of repeated 
warnings, still cooperating with 
SWAPO,” Meyer said. “They will, 
therefore, now have to hear the con- 
sequences.” 


BELGRADE (AP). — The U.S., 
Britain. West Germany and some 
other Western nations faced serious 
new obstacles yesterday In their ef- 
forts at UNESCO to block demands 
from Communist and some 
. developing countries for radical 
changes In global communications 
and International news. 

In the critical phase of 
negotiations a£ the UNESCO 
general conference here, informed 
sources said there were sig nificant 
differences among some Western 
nations about how strongly to res- 
pond to the demands, many of 
which the West feels represent 
direct attacks on their concepts of 
press freedom. 

There were also new com- 
plications growing out of the 
UNESCO secretariat’s handling of 
a flurry of last-minute proposals 
designed to Influence the intricate, 
three-sided negotiations that are 
scheduled to be' concluded today. 

Because of the crush of proposals 
and the time pressures, there was 
even a chance that several 
proposals to have direct debate on 
the communications portion of the 
8625m. UN Educational, Cultural 
and Scientific Organization budget 
would not be considered. 

That part of the budget seeks to 
promote several concepts which 
are especially difficult for the West 
to accept, such as that there should 
be an international code of ethics 
for Journalists, some form of 
“International protection for Jour- 
nalists” and - that "responsible" 
reporting should be internationally 
defined to mean news which serves 
the greater aims of social, 
economic and political develop- 
ment. 

Apart from the budget, there 
were two other main points of 
negotiation where the West was fac- 
ing an extremely tough fight 
against Joint Communist and Third 


World demands for what they call 

"a new world information and com- 
munications order.” 

One negotiating point centred on 
& resolution on . the so-calle_d 
MacBrige report, the controversial 
result Of a two-year UNESCO- 
created study of the history . and 
problems of communications -

Tunisia, Cuba, Syria, and Iraq, 
along with many Communist 
nations, are seeking; to incorporate 
into that resolution several key 
ratfical proposals that they say are 
essential to “the new order.” These 
include attacks on international 
"monopolies” and the West's 
“ colonialist” domination of inter- 
national news distribution through 
the world's major news agencies. 

The . second major negotiating 
point relates to the structure and 
mandate of a new international 
body to help funnel financial apd 
technical assistance to developing 
countries for their communications 
and news infrastructures.

Philippines leader orders 
arrests of ‘conspirators’ 


TV star found dead in bath 
after shoplifting conviction 


MANILA (AP). — Philippines 
President Ferdinand Marcos 
yesterday announced that a 
terrorist bomb-plot to 
him had been confirmed by an 
arrested U.S. citizen. He said he 
would not lift martial law if urban 
bombings continue. 

■Marcos, who has ordered the 
arrest of nine opposition leaders 
and 21 other persons for alleged in- 
volvement: in a bombing and 
assassination conspiracy, indicated 
that “many others” face arrest but 
did not name them. . 

Presidential- guards yesterday 
placed opposition leader Jovito 
Salonga under arrest, after Marcos 
linked him to terrorist bombings in 
Manila, his wife said. 

The arrests follow a terrorist 
bomb attack on a U.S. travel 
agents' congress in Manila last Sun- 
day in which Marcos was guest 
speaker. This was the fifth bombing 
In Manila since August. 


Speaking to reporters, Marcos 
said he had "personally in- 
terrogated” Victor Lovely Jr., a 
Philippine- born American arrested 
last month in connection with the 
bombings. He said Lovely con- 
firmed *'a conspiracy — to 
destabilize the government through 
terrorism.’* 


The supposed plot Involves, bom- 
bing public places, killing civilians, 
and "assassination of high-ranking 
civilian and military officers, in- 
cluding the president,” said Mar- 
cos. • •• 


“If the bombing continues, I will 
not lift martial law,” he declared. 
Marcos had earlier set March 1981 
as a possible timetable for lifting 
the martial law he proclaimed in 
1972. Authorities claim the bom- 
bings were masterminded by U.S.- 
based Filipino dissidents who 
allegedly sent Lovely on a bombing 
mission. 


COSSINGTON, England (AP). — 
Lady Isobel Barnett, one of 
Britain’s best-known radio and 
television personalities, was found 
dead at her home on Monday, four 
days after conviction on a minor 
shop-lifting charge. She was 62. 

The £75 ($178^0) fine Imposed on 
Lady Barnett, a qualified medical 
doctor and herself a magistrate, at- 
tracted massive publicity in Bri- 
tain. 

She said after the sentence last 
Thursday: "I am shattered. I have 
only myself to live with and I can 
live with myself.” But early Mon- 
day, Lady Bardett was found dead 
in her bath by a member of her 
staff. 

Police said they .would not know 
whether she took her own life until - 
after an autopsy. 

Cosslngton, a village In the 
English Midlands, went into mour-' 
ning. Shopkeeper Roger Fowkes, 


who reported Lady Barnett for 
allegedly stealing & chn of fish and a 
carton of cream costing 87 pence 
(about two dollars) from his shop, 
said: "This is a terrible, terrible 
tragedy...I can’t think of- anything I 
worse happening.” . \ • 

Lady Barnett maintained she had 
slipped the goods Into a pocket, then 
decided she didn't want them and 
"forgot" to replace them. 

After the conviction she received 
dozens of letters of sympathy.

Suit tests U.S. asylum to Soviet child 


Paris Bourse takes security steps 


PARIS (Reuter). — Special securi- 
ty measures went into effect at the 
Paris Bourse (Stock Exchange) 
yesterday after a powerful bomb 
was discovered there on Monday. 
Police said it could have killed 
dozens of people. 

The bomb was found on the ex- 
change’s crowded floor about an 
hour before it was timed to go off. 
Trading was halted while police 
evacuated the building. 

There was no immediate infor- 
mation on. who placed the five-, 
kilogram device in the building In' 
the heart of Paris near the city's 
Opera- 


Exchange officials last night ask- 
ed people going to the Bourse to 
show patience with the new securi- 
ty measures, the precise nature of 
which were not announced. 


About 1,500 people were on the 
tightly-packed stock exchange floor 
when the bomb was found. 


The newspaper FranceSoir said 
the bomb’s timing device was a 
Soviet-made clock and that a 
similar bomb was placed In June at 
a Parte police station. 

Low price Soviet alarm clocks 
are found In many French depart- 
ment stores. 


CHICAGO (AP). — A suit seeking 
$200,000 in damages has been filed 
by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) in an effort to over- 
turn a grant of political asylum to a 
13-year-old Soviet boy who ran 
away from bis parents In order to 
stay In the U.S. 

The ACLU suit, filed Monday in 
U.S. District Court on behalf of the 
youth's parents, Michael and Anna 
Polovchak, contends that the 
government granted the boy 
asylum solely because of his 
parents’ plans to return to the 
Soviet Union after a year of living in 
the U.S. 

The suit charged Michael Landon, 


regional director of the U.S. Im- 
migration and Naturalisation Ser- 
vice, with unconstitutionally and 
“illegally violating the integrity of 
the family” by granting asylum to 
Walter Polovchak on July 21 , 
without first giving “the natural 
parents an opportunity to object.” 

The boy has been living under 
temporary state custody with court- 
appointed faster parents since July. 

ACLU Lawyer Harvey Grossman 
said the asylum decision was made 
In haste. “It was done in a climate ! 
of emotionalism — one which did 
not respect the normal processes of 
Justice," he complained.

— President 
Jimmy Carter was cut off the air in 
mid-sentence on national television 
for two commercials and a station 
break yesterday, as he was explain- 
ing why he thought he was having a 
tough re-election fight. 

"Well, I remember previous 
presidents who lived In this house 
who were castigated In the press 
and by their opponents. People like 
Abraham Lincoln and Thomas 
Jefferson and Harry Truman," 
Carter said In beginning his 
response on ABC-TV’s “Good Mor- 
ning, America"- programme where 
he Joined an interview with his wife 
Rosalynn. 

“There is a real long list of Issues 
that are of concern to the American 
people,” he continued. 

Carter went 'on to say that he 
thought there would be a good turn- 
out at the polls because of the 
sharp policy differences between 
himself and Republican nominee 
Ronald Reagan. Host David Hart- 
man Interrupted twice with calls of 
“Mr. President," but Carter con- 
tinued. 


"And the fact that we are con- 
cerned about...,” the president said 
aa the TV screen switched to a sta- 
tion break and commercials for a 
movie and bread. 

In New York, a spokesman for the 
network said the Federal Com- 
munications Commission requires 
station breaks at set times.

believe” Is not an accepted adult' 
activity. Consequently, we are. 
often prune to judge negatively 
those whose daydreaming seems 
excessive, without considering the 
benefits they derive from their fan* 
taay lives. 

The positive aspects of 
daydreaming are many. 
Daydreaming can reduce anxiety, 
help us to process information, can 
keep the brain alert and occupied in 
Intolerable circumstances. In our 
daydreams we discover more effec* 
five ways to perform necessary 
work — whether It relates to 
presenting the. annual balance

sheet or knitting the baby a 
sweater. We practise telling the 
boss our grievances so that we can 
put our point across more effective- 
ly. and In playing the "I should 
have told him” game, we learn how 
to improve future performance. 

Constructive daydreaming is a 
most effective tool for helping one 
to meet challenging (and possibly 
frightening) experiences. A job In- 
terview or a sales promotion can be 
more successful If one has been 
able to anticipate another's feelings 
and responses. A long wait or a dull 
routine Job can be managed with 
grace when one has the ability to 
amuse oneself. Next time you are in 
a doctor's waiting room, just look 
around and note how one Individual 


is relaxed and placid, even If he La 
staring Into apace, while another Is 
twisting fingers, biting Ups. and 
getting unhappler by the minute. 

Or consider the student who 
always does poorly on exams not 
because he doesn't know the 
material, but because he is literally 
too nervoua to think. Another stu- 
dent. equally anxious, escapes into 
a fantasy of planning excuses to con 
his parents or the options be will ex- 
ercise when he la not accepted at 
the college of his choice; he 
becomes so enrapt In his private 
dialogue that by the time file teat 
papers are handed out, his palms 
arc not quite so sweaty and the 
butterflies in his stomach are more 
manageable. He doesn't know it. 
but his private scenarios have been 
the agent for reducing his anxiety 
level. 

THE BRAIN needs activity to keep 
healthy, and many people while 
away Interminable hours creating 
mental puzzles, games or social 
situations when they lack other 
forms of social stimulation. A whole 
system of arithmetic 
(Trachtenberg) was created; by one 
man's need to keep his mind off of 
the horrors of the concentration 
camp. 

The efforts of behavioral scien- 
tists to study unobservable 
behaviour — thought processes of 
all kinds — are dependent on hav- 
ing people tell what they do. That 
means information is gathered 
second-hand from Interviews and 
questionnaires which, therefore, 
have limitations of both quality and 
quantity. But despite some 
limitations, such studies on func- 
tional, normal populations not only 
help scientists to increase their 
knowledge of human behaviour, but 
they also give much comfort by let- 
ting us know that the normal 
daydreamer is not only like 
everyone else, he may even be en- 
joying himself more. A study done 
at one American university in- 
dicated that most of the students 
polled enjoyed their fantasies and 
felt that aside from the pleasure, 
their fantasy activities were an Im- 
portant tool for both learning and 
self-evaluation. 

So, whether your private dreams 
are oriented towards problem- 
solving or whether they are sexual, 
remember that they are usually 
neither super-sane nor psychotic; 
they are a function of normal brain 
activity. Like all other human 
behaviours, if one indulges. In 
moderation, at the appropriate 
time and place, then this is perfect- 
ly normal. So. go right ahead and 
enjoy your daydreams.

The relationship with Bank Leumi 
also promises to Increase the 
amount of work available, since the 
bonk gives Telem jobs to do, and 
even requires its private contrac- 
tors to subcontract parts of their 
work to Telem. 

THOUGH SOME of the elderly 
workers said they would like to earn 
mare money (they are paid at piece 
rates, and can earn anywhere from 
IS50 to IS800 a month, depending on 
the number of units completed) 
most are grateful tor the chance to 
get out of the house and keep busy. 

"This Is easier than cleaning 
houses," said Shoahana, who had 
been a cleaning woman for over 80 
years. “I earn much less here, of 
course, but-I don’t have the strength 
to clean anymore and here Z have 
friends to talk to.” 

"It doesn't matter how much we 
earn," Yosef said. "The important 
thing is that we feel good and have 
somewhere to go every day.” 

Deborah Landan, who had 
directed a welfare office in Tel Aviv 
before her retirement and now is a 
volunteer social worker for Telem, 
added: 

"There's one woman who always 
dreamed of buying her husband the 


most expensive ppJr of shoes she 
could find. On her National In- 
surance that was impossible, but 
when she got her first cheque from 
Telem she went out to buy. the shoes. 
She also wanted to buy her great- 
granddaughter a talking doll. That 
waa another thing she could do now 
that she couldn't do before. 

"It's not just the money as such; 
it's the fact that each one can do 
whatever It Is that makes him hap- 
py and that he couldn't have done 
without this extra Income." 

Karml pointed out that the 
workshops can't pay the workers 
more, because the only way they 
can get work Is ,tc be competitive In 
price. 

Altogether, the 80 clubs around 
the country are serving about 700 
retired persons. Telem also has 
clubs tor the aged. The moylemoblle 
handicrafts (sometimes for profit, 
with the proceeds sales going to sup- 
port this and other worthwhile 
social projects), as well as physical 
fitness and home repairs courses. 

If an Individual can still work In 
the, open market. Karml and his 
fellow Telem volunteers try to do 
selective placement, finding an ap- 
propriate part-time ' Job with a 
public or private employer. 

While the clubs and other ac- 


tivities are usually held in com- 
munity centres, Wlzo or Hlstadrut 
clubhouses, youth centres, absorp- 
tion centres or other communal 
facilities, some are located in old 
age homes, where they prevent 
residents from falling into an in- 
stitutional rut. 

THE DIRECTOR of Keren Yovel. 
Ze'ev Plssetzky. pointed out that the 
fund also supports another project 
for the aged: a xnoviexaoblle which 
brings . films of special Interest to 
the elderly to old age homes and 
clubs, for the aged. The movimoblle 
visits approximately 100 places a 
month on a regular schedule, cover- 
ing the area from Netanya to 
Beersheba, as well as Jerusalem, 
with visits to other places, such as 
Eilat and Haifa, during the holiday 
seasons. 

The films Include information on 
National Insurance, proper nutri- 
tion and health care, and the 
general message that the older per- 
son should keep busy with a hobby, 
public service or employment. The 
sophisticated equipment purchased 
for the mobile, which coat IL2m. in 
1978. has made it possible to 
produce films locally, as well as 
purchasing them abroad. 

The Brookdale Institute, which 
runs the project along with the 
- Ministry of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs, already has a catalogue of 
films which can be rented by in- 
terested organizations. 

In Keren Yovel's other area of In- 
terest. troubled youth, there is so 
far one project to find and help girls 
who have become, or are In danger 
of Becoming, prostitutes. A fourth 
and final Yovel project, also In the 
area of youth. Is now being 
negotiated.

Airline angst 
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Almost everything that he warned 
would happen to the airline in- 
dustry has happened. The economic 
position of many airlines, he says, 
has worsened to aft alarming 
degree. 

Serious and heavy losses are 
reported by many 8 air lines for the 
first half of 1980, with just a few of 
America’s top airlines having 
together losses of over 9500m. 
These airlines, and many others, 
are discharging thousands of their 
employees, cancelling orders for 
new aircraft and, at the same time, 
trying to obtain ready cash by sell- 
ing aircraft and other equipment. 

Some airlines are reducing flight 
schedules and cutting out un- 
profitable routes, others are con- 
sidering mergers. 

Prof. Eser took the Americans to 
task for the current d i s ma l situa- 
tion. He then turned to those critics 
of the airline industry who main- 
tain that there is too little competi- 
tion within the Industry, that cartel 
agreements result hi prices and 
profits that are far too high. If 
they’re right, he said, then the huge 
losses . of 1980 are transitory 
shadows over a growth industry 
pregnant with profits. 

However, Eser ottered another 
analysis. . that the economic, en- 
vlronmental and political 
parameters of air transport have 
undergone a fundamental change, 
and are* thus the cause of the In-, 
dustry's present. financial crisis. It 
may be temporary or a develop* 
ment that could last for years, or 
even fear the coming few decades. 
Prof Eser called for an urgent 


analysis of the situation and for 
what he called "a strategy for sur- 
vival." * 

Without exception, the airlines 
see no possibility, of making up in 
savings for the exorbitant rises In 
energy coats, he said. 
Demonstrating the dimensions of 
the problem, he said that Lufthan- 
sa. In 1979, budgeted DMBOOm. tor 
kerosene for its jets. The figure tot 
1980 is DMl.Sb. and the German air- 
line owns what is considered to be 
the most modern and fuel efficient 
fleet. It is estimated that fuel costs 
in 1980-1990* will Increase by at least 
300-400 per cent. This win place an 
extraordinary burden oncost struc- 
tures in the future, Eser said,, and 
will remain, far and away, the most 
Important cost factor. 

The results of the U.S. liberaliza- 
tion policy on north Atlantic traffic. 
Prof. Eser emphasized, have been 
particularly painful. There Is -an 
over-developed seating capacity, 
more than, the market needs. 

The airlines affected now face the 
choice of either filling empty seats 
by ottering prices which are way 
under cost, or by demanding fares 
that reflect costs but may well risk 
provoking yet a further drop in de- 
mand. 

As for cutting costs, fuel efficien- 
cy Is undoubtedly the main target. 
However, In this century, no alter- 
nate means of propulsion are en- 
visioned. Fuel can be saved by 
changing flight procedures, 

. modifying engines or by generally 
reducing the weight load of air- 
craft. Together, these can help to 


achieve significant savings but not 
enough to balance out the spiralling 
rise In fuel costs. 

The stretching of aircraft and 
denser seating will be introduced 
and automation will be Increased. 
In future passengers arriving at 
airports may collect their tickets 
and boarding cards from self- 
service automata, thus eliminating 
the conventional counters. 
Automatic ticket sales by means of 
credit card machines is already un- 
dergoing advanced study. 

Dwelling upon the future of the 
airlines. Prof. Eser warns that the 
present situation makes common 
efforts essential and in the interest 
of all. If It proves Impossible tor the 
air transport industry to establish 
itself on a sound economic basis, 
then the consequences are obvious 
— the distressed and affected air- 
lines will have to go out of business, 
or carry on a subsidized existence 
-as state-owned companies. 

For the government concerned, 
this would mean a disagreeable 
drain on its budget and the public 
Itself would be hit doubly by the 
financial misery of air transport. 
Not only would the public have to 
pay tor the deficit through taxation, 
but would also have to put up with a 
reduced otter situation. 

A major factor in Lufthansa's 
success has been diversification. 
Among the airline's subsidiary 
companies are travel services, 
restaurants, commercial holdings, 
cargo services, flight Insurance and 
catering services.

Leumi plans for expansion abroad

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Bank Leumi plans to 
continue the expansion ol its 
overseas activities in the next 
decade, hoard Chairman Ernst 
Japhet said at a study day spon- 
sored by the bank yesterday. At pre- 
sent Leumi has 60 outlets in four 
continents. 

Japhet refused to reveal details of 
the planned expansion, but did note 
that a bank in a country like Israel, 
"with no hinterland," could only 
seek continuing growth overseas- 

Mordechal Einhorn, a Joint 
director-general of the bank, in- 
dicated. however, that the bank's 
activities in West Germany may be 
s-tepped up, most likely In 
Frankfurt, which had "become an 
important international banking 
centre" during the past few years. 

Moreover, Leumi had received 
approval to open a branch in 
Australia, and It had set up a cor- 
responding relationship with the 
Sues Canal Bank in Egypt. 

Einhorn said that the three main 
factors. In order of their impor- 
tance. which influenced the decision 
to open a branch were : first, a fairly 
large Jewish community; second, 
the city's Importance in Inter- 
national finance; and third, the 
amount of trade between the coun- 
try and Israel. 

"We are not only bankers," 
Einhorn said, "but also 
messengers of goodwill for Israel. 
We try to intensify local Jewish in- 
terest In Israel and we also help 
Israeli interests abroad. For exam- 
ple, we were Instrumental in handl- 
ing the funds for Sole! Boneh’s 
*40 m. hospital construction project 


In Ecuador." 

Einhorn noted that foreigners had 
deposited $3. 5b. in foreign currency 
l Pat ah l accounts in Israeli banka, 
and about half of this sum was with 
the Leumi group. 

Japhet said that Bank Leumi 
employed only about 60 Israelis In 
all its outlets abroad, out of a total 
staff of 1.750 persons. "Israelis 
qualified to work abroad are hard to 


In Israel also presented a constant 
problem. Not only were the clerks 
given courses, but the bank en- 
couraged many veteran officials to 
take university degrees. Some one 
hundred had passed their exams 
within the past year. 

Japhet intimated that the cost of 
services by the bank to Its clients 
within Israel would be raised soon.- 
He refused to say by how much and 
when the hike would take effect.

Japhet was highly critical of 
the linkage system In Israel. “I 
don’t know If reducing and 
abolishing subsidies fans Infla- 
tion, or if linkage fans inflation.

I traduced decades ago. At pre- 
sent, I think its long-range 
effects on the economy will he. 
detrimental." 

Japhet also thought that the 
government's decision to start 
Issuing 100 per cent linked bonds 
was a bad move. He said it would 
both funnel money into the hands 
of the government, lessen the 
amount of funds the banks could 
mobilize, while providing the

The bank was 
also training its own computer per- 
sonnel. due to the worldwide shor- 
tage, with recruiters from abroad 
even coming to Israel to find 
qualified personnel. 

Discussing credit facilities in 
Israel and the apparently high rales 
of interest, Israel Rauch, a Joint 
director-general, pointed out tbat 50 
per cent of all credits were in 
foreign currency and that the In- 
terest rate here was determined by 
international rates (as well as by 
Bank of Israel instructions). 
Another 35 per cent of all credits 
were "directed" by the authorities, 
which fixed the rates. Only 15 per 
cent ol all credits were in shekels, 
where the banks decided the rales 
by themselves.

The dollar, though losing ground 
to the pound, was firm against most 
other currencies and particularly 
the German mark, which has 
declined sharply over the last week 
or so. 

Sterling, showing what one dealer 
called "ferocious strength,” moved 
up to 52.4450, its highest since Oc- 
tober 1973, and above DM4.50, a 
four-year peak.

But despite good trade figures in 
the last few months showing ex- 
ports holding up well in world 
trade, many British companies fear 
their goods are rapidly becoming 
uncompetitive in price because of 
the strong pound. 

The British authorities have been 
under strong domestic pressure to 
reduce the minimum lending rate 
further from the 16 per cent that 
has prevailed since July, but the 
government has said it must first 
be convinced that the money supply 
Is under control. 

In contrast with sterling, curren- 
cy operators are worried about the 
German economy, despite its un- 
derlying strength. They feel that 
higher oil prices that could result 
from the Gulf war might push West 
Germany into an extremely large 
trade deficit. 

The dollar, like sterling. Is being 
underpinned by high interest rates, 
with the commercial banks’ prime 
rate In the U.S. now 14 per cent — 
much higher than German Interest 
rates.

Then El Al’s mechanics 
will refit the plane to fly' 
passengers.

Fertilizers & Chemicals 
doubles exports to $ 21.4m. 


Post Finance Reporter 
TEL’ AVIV. — Fertilizers and 
Chemicals, a major producer of fer- 
tilizers for the local market, has 
reported that exports for the year 
ending March 31, 1980 were $2l.4m.. 
double the amount sold to overseas 
markets a year ago. Exports ac- 
counted for nearly 30 per cent of the 
company's total sales. 

Net sales, for the year under 
consideration were IS24lAtn., com- 
pared with IS107.8m. a year earlier. 
The Increase In sales was 125 per 
cent. Net Income was E3l2.2m., 
compared with IS3.lm. a year ago. 
Profits were adversely affected by 
the- high rate of financial costs, 
which came to ISl7.6m., compared 
with only IS4.6m. a year earlier. 

In an effort to lower the financial 


costs, the company raised $5 in. by 
means of an Issue of floating rate 
notes. The receipts from the flota- 
tion, concluded in June of this year, 
are being applied to working 
capital and they will undoubtedly 
lighten the financial burden In the 
current year. 

The high level of exports was 
responsible Tor net Income rising to 
4.5 per cent of total income. Last 
year net Income was 2.9 per cent of 
total sales. 

Tbe company has continued its 
policy of not paying shareholders 
any cash dividends. However, the 
board of directors has recommend- 
ed the payment of 40 per cent in 
bonus shares. Last year the com- 
pany distributed 30 per cent In 
bonus shares.

He was one of the founders of 
Kupat Holim Maccabl and for 
many years was chairman of Brith 
Maccabl Atld Sports Club. An avid 
promoter of Israeli sport, he was in- 
strumental in the building of Tel 
Aviv’s Sports Palace. 

One of the first to re-establish 
relations with West Germany on 
both the political and commercial 
fronts, Lewinson was a board 
member of the Israel-Germany 
Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry and the vice-president of the 
Israel-Germany League.

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Expulsion is no solution 


NEITHER the military review tribunal which turned down the 
appeals by Fahd Kawasme and Mohammed Milhem for their 
return from nearly five months in banishment, nor the military 
governor of the West Bank, Tat-Aliif Binyamin Ben-Eliezer, 
who confirmed the action, gave any reason for their decision. It 
may very well be that the reasons were sound, and that they 
would have been found convincing if made public. 

Today the issue is to be put to the High Court, which is not 
known to stand in any great awe of military authority as such. 
The fact that the mayors of Hebron and Halhoul were allowed to 
appear before the review tribunal at all was due to the court. 
But it would be idle to anticipate the court’s ruling. 

It would be similarly fruitless to speculate on the chances of 
Premier Begin taking steps on his own, as is his right, to scrap 
the expulsion order if the High Court does not do so itself. What 
is known, from sources described as close to the premier, is that 
he is inclined not to intervene on the expellees* behalf. 


The reasons given by the sources far their prediction that Mr. 
Begin would not overrule the military governor (and the review 
tribunal) are, on their own terms, logical enough. For one thing, 
such a reversal would be highly embarrassing to the officials in- 
volved, and to the entire Government. More important, 
however, was the reason for upholding the expulsion order that 
was also offered by Deputy Defence Minister ffipori. 

He suggested it was no coincidence that ever since “those two 
characters" had been hastily taken out of the country, on the 
night of May 2, the West Bank had been quiet. To allow their 
return now would, therefore, be to bring back turmoil and 
rioting. 

On the face of it, this is a powerful argument, even though it 
evades the issue of the mayors' end responsibility for the 
Hebron murders — which was the original charge against them 
(but which they were not allowed to rebut). Tet by the same 
logic it could also be maintained that the recent calm in the 
West Bank has been due to the attempts on the lives of three 
other mayors In the area. 

Banishment by administrative fiat is doubtless a more 
humane means of keeping the local peace than private murder 
attempts. The question is whether keeping the local peace is an 
end in itself: In other words, whether this 1 b what Israel’s 
presence on the West Bank (and in the Gaza District) is all 
about. 


If it Is, then it must be conceded that the stated end will not, in 
the long run, be attained by such mild means as the expulsion of 
the mayors of Hebron and Halhoul. Ten times as many mayors 
might have to be banished, for — as the leaders of the right-wing 
opposition to Mr. Begin have rightly pointed out — the vlewB of 
Mr. Kawasme and Mr. Milhem are shared by most of their 
colleagues. 

Complete tranquillity could arguably be achieved through 
total repression, such as is often practised (though with less 
than perfect success) in some Arab countries. But sheer brute 
force and Israel just do not go together. 

Mr. Begin has in fact set himself, and his Government, the 
aim of establishing relations with the Arab people of the 
territories not on force but on cooperation. The local response to 
Mr. Begin'a specific autonomy proposals has not so far been 
very encouraging. But it la surely unrealistic to expect a greater 
degree of cooperation to emerge from a less sparing use of the 
occupier's rod. 

In the short run the advantages, whatever they are, of sending 
Mr. Kawasme and Mr. Milhem back across the border may out- 
weigh the obvious disadvantages, which will include a further 
dimming of Israel's “image.” The trouble with the short run is 
that it has just about run out of steam. 


Jabotinsky— then and now 


rHE HATCHET of the old Labour Zionist-Revisionist feud was 
ceremonially burled In 1964 when the then newly-appointed 
Labour prime minister Levi Eshkol ordered the remains of 
Ze’ev Jabotinsky reinterred on Mt. Herzl. Reconciliation was by 
then overdue. 

This 'week's celebration of the birth of the leader of 
Revisionist Zionism Is, of course, of special significance to men 
and women, who pride themselves on being his disciples, and 
who now, at long last, hold state power in the Jewish state to 
which Jabotinsky aspired. Yet it is fitting that Israel — all of 
Israel including die-hards of the Labour movement who were 
his bitter Zionist antagonists in the 1920's and 1930’s — honour 
Jabotinsky* s memory. 

Fbr he was a brilliant star in the firmament of Zionist 
leadership during the movement's heroic period. If the country 
honours the memories of Chaim Weizmann, and Berl 
Katz nelson, it would be churlish to slight the memory of so out- 
standing a leader as Jabotinsky. 

But a centenary is also a fitting occasion to consider the 
limits which should be placed on uncritical adulation of the 
heroes of the past. The danger of such adulation is that it shifts 
public debate away from genuine present problems and future 
prospects. 

It is not slighting the memories of heroic leaders of the past to 
admit that only part of their legacies, and at times only small 
parts, retain their relevance. 

Menahem Begin and "the fighting family" of the Irgun Z’vai 
Leumi tend to pay obelaance, and at times only lip service, to 
very selective facets of Jabotinsky’s teachings. The real 
Jabotinsky was a much more complex person than they con- 
cede, and on specific issues much more ambivalent than the 
idolized image his disciples have sought to bequeath to history. 
The same is true of Labour's founding fathers. 

It is time to realize that the challenges of today and tomorrow 
will not be met by hurling at them the yellowing texts of yester- 
day.

FOR DECADES an octopus' of 
political corruption has been lurk- 
ing In the muddy depths of the state 
budgets,, where the print gets too 
fine for visibility and the ex- 
planations become too cryptic for 
intelligibility. Ha tentacles have 
become attached to half a dozen 
different ministries, local 
authorities, and goodness knows 
what else. 

For years, there has been a un- 
iversal .pretence that the creature 
does not exist or. If it does, that its 
secretions are not poisonous, but 
rather have therapeutic value for 
the political system. 

These days, the storm around the 
Abuhatzeira affair has dragged one 
or two of these tentacles to the sur- 
face — to a universal gasp of 
astonishment, as if people had not 
known. There was outrage, too — 
mostly from those who would have 
preferred the beast to stay In the 
deep and who, nature-lovers that 
they are, admire its symmetrical 
beauty. 

Yet It was all there, in the State 
Comptroller's reports, year after 
year, at least from 197Q. 

Nevertheless, MK Shmuel 
Toledano, the chairman of 'the 
Knesset Control Committee, was 
shocked and quick to sink a hook 
into the slimy flesh. He, of all peo- 
ple, should have read at least the 
last two reports of the State Comp- 
troller. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
back from dealing with exterior af- 
fairs in Washington, was hardly 
ruffled by the disclosure that his 
ministry, together with several 
others, had funnelled money into a 
variety of institutions. It was all 
proper, he said. The police were not 
barred from Investigating any il- 
legal act that was brought to their 
notice, he added, but there was also 
no cause to investigate practices 
that were lawful. 


ed, formally legal, and Intricately 
masked political corruption in- 
volved that has offended the 
public’s nose. He should have 
realized that this is far worse than 
any individual case of personal 
graft. 

The latter is a malignancy that 
can be excised without lasting 
damage to the body; the former is a 
cancer that may destroy it.

A CONTINUING offence ls not sub- 
ject to the statute of limitations, 
and a multiplicity of accessories 
does not exonerate it.

In 
today’s money, that is about IB80m. - 
The Religious 'Affairs Ministry dis- 
bursed a similar amount, fit addi- 
tion, there were moneys allocated 
by the Education Ministry, the 
Labour and Welfare (formerly 
Welfare) Ministry, the Housing and 
Construction Ministry, the. 
Treasury and the Knesset Finance 
Committee itself. 

It would not be surprising If dither 
ministries were also involved.

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CONFISCATORY SURTAX 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Past 


Sir, — I would like to point out the 
absurdity that arises from the 
proposed surtax on 1979 income. 

Let ua take for example an 
employee who earned last year 
IS 75,000 and has paid 1536,600 in in- 
come tax and national insurance 
fees; this leaves him a net annual 
Income of 1539,400 and, under the 
proposed law. this person Is free of 
surtax. 


Now let us consider the case of 
another employee who earned 
1535,000 last year. He has already 
paid 1541,600 in taxes and national 
Insurance fees and is now asked to 
pay an additional 152,400 in surtax. 
This will leave him with a net in- 
come of 1541.000 for the 1979 tax 
year. 

Thus, this second individual who, 
through hard work and possibly 
longer hours, earned 1510,000 more 
than the first one gets to keep only 
151,600 of the amount. This ia 
equivalent to a marginal tax rate of 


84 per cent on Income above 
1576,000. 

It Is obvious that this surtax is 
only a prelude to increased 
marginal tax rates above the 
current 60 per cent. The short-term 
effect of the surtax may be some 
additional income for the treasury, 
but the long-term effect will cer- 
tainly be a stifling of Incentive, es- 
pecially among the more produc- 
tive workers. This is something that 
Israel certainly cannot afford. 

Instead, the treasury should con- 
centrate on collecting the taxes due 
from those sectors of the economy 
where wholesale tax evasion ls 
widespread. The salaried employee 
has been taxed enough. It Is high 
time that the burden be shifted to 
those who have not been paying 
their fair share. 

I suggest that ali salaried people 
who realize that they are being 
taken advantage of stand up and 
protest this unfair, confiscatory
